are 
sponsored by Miss Ohmic 
Wilcox, 
home 
demonstration agent, 
and are calculated to help conserve 
sugar. 
Miss Wilcox lias a number of 
other recipes, and will give some at un 
early date on meat substitutes. 
The recipes follow : 
C ranberry and Apple Pudding. 
Rice. 3-4 cu p ;'water, 8 cups; Apples, 
8 large; cranberries. I cup; sorghum, 
or sirup, 1-4 cup: raisins (if desired). 
2 tablespoons. 
Steam (lie rice until soft in a double 
boiler. 
Grease a pan and line it with 
cooked 
rice, 
reserving some for the 
top. 
Peel aud core tin* apples and cut 
the cranberries in halves, 
('ut tile 
apples into thin slices. 
Mix the two 
fruits together and fill tin* pan. put­ 
ting a layer of fruit and than a layer 
of sweetening. 
Cover the top with a 
layer of rice. 
Put on a greased paper 
and steam for one-half to three fourtlls 
hour until tile fruit is quite rooked. 
Turn out onto a hot dish and 
serve 
with custard sa net1. 
Popcorn.

popper or a covered iron frying pan. 
slinking vigorously and taking

not to let it burn. A cup of dried corn 
w ill make three quarts when popped.
